Mon'lallo was a boarder at the Mondl 
homo, and they oecamo acquainted 
with him there. This story was told 
by all the defendants without change, 
^and Attorney Brownfteld who conduct- 
ed the examination received negative 
replies lo all ot rhe questions bear- 
Ing upon their connection and action 
in tile death of Mondi. The son In 
testifying replied "No" to questions 
asked him lil times In five minutes. 
They all appenred to be telling 
the 


absolute truth In giving their tesll- 
monv and made a sood impression IIIH 
on tlio Jury in their own behalf. 


Attorney Bruce F. Sterling opened 


tho case, and from his statement U 
was learned that ,1 he defense will en- 
clea\or lo prove that' Mondallo 
thre- other Italians killed Mondl for 
3100 they thought he had in his pock- 
et. The star wltress in this1 connec- 
tion will bo Stove Brocius, "who was 
at M isonlown on the night of the Kill- 
ing. By him the defense statod they 
would show that Mondl, Mondallo aud 
three other Italians were In 
town on tho night he wns killed anJ 
that he was in a wagon prepared to 
go borne and asked the others to ac- 
company him, but they refused,

clus, It Is said, will testify that be la- 
ter lieard a shot and saw three men 
running over the hill. 
Broclua was 


later arrested for the non-payment 
of a board bill, nnd, it Is said, that- 
while he was confined in the jail lie 
met Mondallo, and in talking about 
tho murder asked him how he came to 
kill Mondl all alone, a» he was no 
physical equal of the dead man.
